In a dditio n to inflicting sev ere 
ca sua lties there, the No rth Viet­ 
na mese sho t do wn two mo re 
U.S. helico pters in La o s a nd 
three in the no rthwest co rner o f 
So uth 
Vietna m. 
They 
a lso 
la unched two a tta cks o n 
U.S. 
suppo rt fo rces in tha t pa rt o f 
So uth Vietna m. 
A spo kesma n fo r the So uth 
Vietna mese co mma nd co nceded 
tha t the driv e into La o s ha d 
bea n sta lled fo r three da y s ‘‘be­ 
ca use o f the wea ther a nd be­ 
ca use o f the resista nce o f the 
enemy .” 
He pla ced the po siUo n o f the 
lea d elements a t 17 
miles west 
o f the Vietna mese bo rder. 
Milita ry spo kesma n sa id the 
No rth Vietna mese ha d inflicted 
hea v y lo sses in o v errunning the 
ra ng er o utpo st a nd in besieg ing 
the o ther two nea rby . All three 
o v erlo o k the Ho Chi Minh tra il, 
the enemy supply line tha t is 


the objectiv e of the Sou th Viet­ 
namese d riv e. 
Field rep orts p laced Sou th 
Vietnamese casu alties in the 
area at 50 d ead and at least 200 
wou nd ed . 
These accou nts said p ossibly 
3,000 North Vietnamese troop s 
were try ing to k nock ou t the 
hilltop ou tp osts manned by less 
than 1,000 rangers. The North 
Vietnamese were p ou nd ing the 
p ositions u nrelentingly 
with 
heav y artillery fire. 
Big 155mm gu ns p ositioned 
along the bord er p ou red a 
stead y stream of fire throu ghou t 
the d ay into the su sp ected ene­ 
my p ositions, and warp lanes 
stru ck rep eated ly . 
“Last night we k illed abou t 
600 North Vietnamese.” said 
Col. Ngu y en Van Hiep , ranger 
command er in the north. 
Hiep d escribed the fighting as 
still intense late Satu rd ay after­ 
noon. He said the action arou nd 
the Vietnamese p ositions began 
fiv e d ay s ago and became 
heav y Thu rsd ay . 
One American sou rce said : 
“All they are try ing to d o is 
k eep Charlie d own u ntil they 
can ev acu ate the wou nd ed p eo­ 


p le.” 
The U.S. Command said the 
North Vietnamese loosed two at­ 
tack s on American p ositions 
north of Khe Sanh. the forward 
base in Sou th Vietnam for the 
Laotian op eration. A sp ok esman 
said fiv e Americans were k illed 
and 14 were wou nd ed .

Sed alia rad io and telev ision 
stations d id not cu t serv ice, bu » 
Imnd red s of stations across the 
cou ntry d id as the National 
Warning Center transmitted an 
erroneou s alert that the nation 
was u ncter a state of emergency 
Satu rd ay morning. 
The false signal resu lted from 
an error at the Center insid e 
Chey enne Mou ntain and was 
sent d irectly across the wires of 
the 
Associated 
Press 
and 
United Press International at 
8:32 a.m. CST. 
The false emergency alert 
was cancelled at 8:M a.m. after 
the Center rev ealed an actu al 
warning 
tap e 
had 
been 
accid ently released instead of 
the normal test tap e that goes 
ou t ev ery Satu rd ay morning. 
Gary Ek iward s; KDRO news 
d irector, 
rep orted that 
his 
station called AP in Kansas City 
to v erify the alert while mak ing 
p lans to go off the air. Ed ward s 
said the AP rep orted the 
mistak e before KDRO cu t its 
p ower. 
Both Ek iward s and KSIS rad io 
engineer Carl Zimmerscheid 
said they were sk ep tical abou t 
the alert becau se it came at the 
ex act time the week ly test is 
transmitted . 
Zimmerscheid consu lted a 
fed eral manu al u sed by rad io 
stations d u ring su ch an alert to 
check on the au thenticator 
word for a real emergency . He 
said 
KSIS 
receiv ed 
a 
cancellation message before he 
finished 
check ing 
the 
au thenticity of the alert. 


KMOS news d irector Chu ck 
Teegard en 
noted 
that 
the 
telev ision 
station 
was 
d esignated as an emergency 
broad cast station and wou ld 
remain on the air in ev ent of an 
actu al alert. 
A sp ok esman at the station 
said v iewers were not notified 
of the emergency alert becau se 
the origninal message d id not 
contain 
all 
the 
correct 
information

Many of the stations that left 
the air d id so after broad casting 
the emergency warning, trig­ 
gering hu nd red s of telep hone 
calls from ex cited , sometimes 
p anic-strick en 
listeners 
who 
feared the cou ntry was u nd er 
attack . 
One of them, Mrs. Peter Ori. 
said she heard the broad cast on 
a Chicago rad io station and was 


"absolu tely terrified ." 
"It was so au thentic," she 
went on. "I ju st k new we were 
at war and the Presid ent wou ld 
come on and say what had hap ­ 
p ened ... that some enemy had 
attack ed this cou ntry ... bu t the 
Presid ent nev er came on." 
The error was blamed on an 
Army civ ilian technician u sing 
the wrong p iece of tap e d u ring a 
regu larly sched u led week ly test 
of the nation's d efense warning 
sy stem. The tap e u sed d id not 
signify a test. 
The alert was transmitted d i­ 
rectly onto the broad cast news 
wires of The Associated Press 
and United Press International 
by technicians at the National 
Warning Center insid e Chey ­ 
enne Mou ntain near here. Abou t 
2.500 stations p articip ate in the 
p rogram. 
It came at 9:33 a.m. EST and 
finally was caiKeled at 10:13 


a m after two attemp ts to lift it 
failed becau se they carried im­ 
p rop er cod es. 
Ex cep t that it was born in er­ 
ror. all characteristics of the 
alert, d esigned to warn of a mis­ 
sile or bombing assau lts on 
North America, were cwrect It 
also carried the cod e word 
"hatefu lness"—the au thentica­ 
tor sp ecified for Feb, 20 in man­ 
u als stations are req u ired to 
consu lt before broad casting the 
alert and leav ing the air. 
Bu t those who ignored the 
alert and continu ed their nor­ 
mal mu sic, news or d iscu ssion 
p rograms said they either ju st 
d id n't believ e it. wanted to 
check fu rther or failed to see it 
on the wire. 
In Washington, aid es said Sec­ 
retary of Defense Melv in R. 
Laird ord ered an immed iate 
inv estigation of the incid ent. 
Und er the sy stem, the Presi- 


d ent is the only one who can or­ 
d er, or cancel, the alert. Bu t a 
check with the White Hou se 
p ress office when the original 
erroneou s signal was flashed 
d rew the resp onse from an aid e 
that "nothing has come from 
the Presid ent." 
The Strategic Air Command 
also ignored the alert and d is­ 
p atched no attack aircraft after 
it was receiv ed . 
"All we k now is what we read 
on y ou r wire, that alert was 
strictly for rad io stations." said 
Maj. Bill Corbin, d irector of in­ 
formation for SAC at its Omaha. 
Neb. head q u arters, 
"We d id nothing here at 
SAC," Corbin ad d ed . 
At Chey enne Mou ntain. L.I. 
Smoy er. the civ ilian in charge

A three-alarm blaze abou t

comp letely gu tted the interior 
of

refid ence, 310 Pop u lar Place, 
cau sing an estimated $30,000 
d amage. 
“When we arriv ed at the 
scene, flames were shooting ou t 
the family room wind ows.” said 
Willis Jabas, assistant fire chief. 
"The fire ap p arently started 
in a small office room nex t to 
the family room,” he ad d ed . 
Small child ren p lay ing in the 
area rep orted that there was an 
ex p losion, 
howev er 
firemen 
cou ld find no signs of an 
ex p losion, other then when the 
wind ows blew ou t d u e to a back 
d raft. Ev ans and the family 
d og were the only occu p ants ol 
the hou se at the time of the fire. 
Mrs. Ev ans said that her 
hu sband and y ou nger son, 
Rand y , had ju st left the hou se 
and that she was tak ing a bath 
when she smelled smok e. 
The hou se was engu lfed in 


flames and she had to go to her 
p orems* hou se noct d oor to call 
the fire d ep artment. 
She tried to get the d og ou t, 
bu t firemen restrained her from 
going 
into 
the 
bu rning 
stru ctu re. 
“I cou ld hear him whinning 
in the family room," she said . 
The d og su ffocated before 
firemen cou ld get him ou t. 
Firemen from both stations 
sp ent abou t two hou rs at the 
scene and were able to contain 
the fire to the interior of the 
home. 
They estimated the d amage 
to the contents of the hou se at 
$15,(NX) and the stru ctu re itself, 
another $15,000. 
“This was one of the largest 
losses to a resid ence that we 
hav e had for sev eral y ears.” 
Jabas said . 
Mrs. Ev ans said that the 
family wou ld p robably stay with 
her p arents, 1^. and Mrs. G.R. 
Raines, 200 Pop u lar Place.

toward a p eacefu l settlement 
with Israel. 
The gu errillas hav e p rev iou s­ 
ly p led ged nev er to mak e p eace 
with Israel bu t to d estroy it. 
The gu errillas’ fortu nes in the 
Mid d le East started to d ecline 
after the war. Now some 
sou rces say their forces in Jor­ 
d an hav e been thinned from 
30,0(X) to 3,000 command os con­ 
fined to the hilly forests 35 miles 
north of Amman. 
Gu errillas p riv ately say they 
had to mov e many forces from 
Jord an to Sy ria since the war 
becau se the Sy rians gav e them 
more 
freed om to 
op erate 
against Israel. 
The latest d ev elop ments in 
Egy p t’s p eace efforts centered 
on the v isit to Cairo of Presid ent 
Tito of Yu goslav ia. He retu rned 
to Belgrad e on Satu rd ay , say ing 
he was less p essimistic now of 
chances for a Mid d le East set­ 
tlement.

Field instru cted marshals of 
the cou rt to escort Bu ck alew to 
the fed eral p enitentiary at Lew- 
bbu rg.

Bu ck alew p lead ed gu ilty to 
the first and third cou nts of the 
ind ictment. The first states that 
he d id consp ire to bribe a p u blic 
official and obstru ct ju stice. The 
third charges him with accep t­ 
ing a $25,000 bribe from Barron. 
A trial ju ry acq u itted BaiTon 
on Au g. 30, 1968, of consp iracy 
to carry ou t bribery activ ities

Monopoly Charges Made 


WASHINGTON < AP) - Sen. 


Edward Gurney. R-Fla., says 
top Pentagon officials allowed a 
private distributor accused of 
wrongdoing to maintain a mo­ 
nopoly over magazine and news­ 
paper sales to Gls in Vietnam. 


Gurney levelled the charge 


Friday after Fred Burgess, until 
recently a top official in the 
Post Exchange system in Viet­ 
nam, repeatedly invdced the 
Fifth Amendment to avoid tell­ 
ing a Senate panel whether he 
accepted, rent free, a luxurious 
Saigon villa from Joe De Marco, 
president of the Star Distribut­ 
ing Co. 


Until mid-19 70 Star held a mo­ 
nopoly on publications in Viet­ 
nam. including Pacific Stars 
and Stripes and Overseas Week­ 
ly, a popular newspaper aimed 
at enlisted men. 
Gurney, a member of the Sen­ 
ate’s investigating subcommit­ 
tee. said in a report the commit­ 
tee had learn t that early in 
19 69 the firm had run $58,000 
through “ a large currency man­ 
ipulation account” in a New 
York bank. 
He also said the Internal 


Revenue Service, when asked to 


look into the tax status of Star 
distributing last fall, filed an as­ 
sessment 
for 
unpaid 
taxés 


valued at more than $2 million. 
” But he refused to assist the 


subcommittee further . . . ” 
Gurney said. “ We also learned 
that no action had been taken 
by the military on this contract 
in spite of the derogatory infor­ 
mation our hearings had uncov­ 
ered.” 
Gurney said he requested an 


investigation by Defense Secre­ 
tary Melvin R. Laird. A reply 
from a general officer stressed 
that Star had performed excel­ 
lent service, that its contract 
would be difficult to terminate 
and “ its alleged involvement in 
illegal currency transaction in 
Vietnam is its only known con­ 
tract violation,” Gurney said. 
A subsequent military investi­ 
gation uncovered no evidence of 
criminality, he said. 
In three days of testimony, 


the subcommittee has been told 
the use of bribes and kickbacks 
were a business tool expected 
and demanded by the military 
personnel responsible for pur­ 
chasing liquor and supplies—in­ 
cluding slot machines—needed 
at GI clubs.

Saturday in a report of a 
special legislative study com­ 
mittee. 
The committee was headed by 


iOrmer Sen. Richard Southern. 
D-Monroe City, who was defeat­ 
ed in the primary last August 
and has since moved his law 
office to Columbia. 
The report explained how the 


committee held hearings over 
the state to get the views of 
landowners, 
conservationists, 


sportsmen and other concerned 
citizens. 
In the end it came up with a 


report and a bill which has been 
introduced by Rep. John A. 
Grellner, D - Shrewsbury, and 
others. It is known as House 
Bill 426 and is awaiting a hear­ 
ing March 3 in the House Cmn- 
mittee on State Parks and 
Recreation. 
“ The committee understands 


and appreciates.” the report 
said, “that no one or no group 
got ‘its way’ and likely the 
recommended bill will not be 
without criticism, however, we 
urge all public spirited citizens, 
whatever their own personal and 
private interest, to consider the 
urgent need to enact a fair and 
workable preservation program 
this year rather than continue 
this delay and harm to our pub­ 
lic streams by further bickering 
divisiveness.” 
The study committee started 


its work against a background 
of controversy bred from land­ 
owner opposition last year to an 
initiative petition campaign for 
a scenic rivers bills —which 
landowners saw as a threat to 
their pr(^ rty rights. 
The initiative campaign ended 


after violence and threats of 
violence. 
The study committee tried to 


allay the fears of landowners by 
recommending a system of local 


advisory boards to help admin­ 
ister the new program, by pro- 
hitibitine any condemnation of 
private land, exempting land­ 
owners from proposed boat fees 
and by allowing farmers to 
build and maintain structures 
“ used in agriculture or pastoral 
operations" 
But some landowner oppo­ 
sition persists. In a meeting at 
Buffalo this week the Niangua 
Landowners Association threat­ 
ened to close their property to 
the public if any bill is adopted 
without their approval. They 
went on record against the two 
pending scenic rivers bills in 
the House. 
At hearings around the state, 


some landowners expressed op­ 
position to putting any scenic 
rivers system under the admin­ 
istration of the State Conserva­ 
tion Commission. 
The committee report took 


that into account when it said: 
“ The commission is aware of 


some opposition within the area 
of the scenic rivers to the Con­ 
servation Commission acting as 
the 
administrative 
agency; 


however, considering all fact­ 
ors, the committee’s recom- 
commendation was considered 
wise because of the experience, 
personnel and staff of the com­ 
mission and lack thereof among 
existing state agencies which 
conceivably could be designated. 
“ The committee is aware of 


the substantial expense of setting 
up, staffing and funding a new 
agency and the fiscal opposition 
such an approach would en­ 
counter.” 
The report said the attorney 


general is being asked for an 
opinion on the legal questions 
involved in this recommenda­ 
tion. 
Basically, the scenic rivers 


system would encompass nine 
areas. Parts of the% rivers 
would be included ; 
Eleven 
Point-North 
Fork- 


Bryant Creek, Gasconade-Big 


j e Fork. Niagua. St.

Adjacent land within 85 feet of 


the bank full stage of the 
streams would be protected and 
this land over a period of years 
could be acquired by purchase 
or by scenic or preservation 
easements. 
To implement this provision, 


the committee recommended 
that federal funds be sought and 
that $11.350,000 of a proposed 
water pollution bond issue be set 
aside for the scenic rivers sys­ 
tem. 
The committee also urged 


proper control and cleanup of 
access points, and fencing them 
to protect private property. 
“ The committee does not 


favor additional access areas to 
promote increased public use of 
the streams.” the report said, 
“ because one of the dangers of 
the fragile streams is overuse. 
Nor does it urge that the 
streams take on a recreational 
function or image.”

Racial Strife Has Torn Ohio's Rural North

RAVENNA, Ohio - (NEA) 
— Racial belligerence has hit 
this to wn with a fo ur-lettered 
thud. A gro up o f screaming 
black kids recently to o k o v er a 
co mmunity meeting to pro test 
c o n d i t i o n s 
in 
thei r 
neighbo rho o ds. Fingers were 
po inted. Names were named. 
And 
residents 
suddenly 
disco v ered 
they 
had 
two 
alternativ es — answer the so cial 
co mplaints 
o r 
face 
the 
pro babUity o f full rio t. 
It was fo r mo st o f this to wn’s 
1 2,000 citizens a rude jo lt. But 
there is no ho nest man who can 
say there wasn’t warning. There 
has been in fact 4 7 y ears o f 
warning. 
The black ghetto s o f this 
co mmunity , which is 3 0 miles 
so uth o f Clev eland, were built 
4 7 y ears ago . And ghetto u the 
pro per wo rd. Fo rget abo ut tho se 
co ws mo o ing in the dell; the 
Negro n liv e in two areas which 
riv al in despair slums fro m 
Harlem to Ho ugh. 
The black areas here are 
called 
McElrath 
Park and 
Skeels. But by any name they 
are 
inhuman. 
The 
1 ,23 0 
residents who liv e in them 
represent less than o ne per cent 
o f the co unty po pulatio n but 


need 25 per cent o f the co unty 
welfare. Unemplo y ment is 28 to 
20 per cent. 
E2ght o f 10 
residenU liv e o n a po v erty lev el 
inco me. 
And then there is the human 
element. Like Co ra Tho mas. 
She’s 7 9 y ears o ld and has to 
walk 200 feet o utside her hutch 
to go to the bathro o m. Like 
nearly ev ery o ne else in the 
black ghetto s, she do esn’t hav e 
running 
water, 
indo o r 
plumbing, 
septic 
tanks 
o r 
sewers. “ In this co ld weather,” 
she say s, “ my pump freezes up 
so I go t to start a Are aro und it. 
But the wo rse thing is the 
o utho use. It’s pretty bad to 
hav e to walk all the way o ut 
there in the ice and sno w.” 
Co ra Tho mas has a tho usand 
ho rro r sto ries abo ut the black 
ghetto s here. So do the rest o f 
the residents. Thus it sho uld 
co me really as no surprise to 
white Rav enna citizens to And 
this 4 7 -y ear-o ld black rage no w 
bo iling o v er.

the lik e The v ery p oor cherish 
it for break fast, lu nch and su p ­ 
p er.

Swank restau rants in Cairo, 
Beiru t and other Arab cap itals 
sp ecialize in fool, and fool alone. 
Bu t it's done in Egy p t one way 
and in Beiru t another Hou se­ 
wiv es in Up p er Egy p t cook it 


boiled in water and mix ed with 
lentils. In Cairo, fool is a more 
sop histicated bu siness. 
Peddlers of fool roam streets 
and alley s hawk ing their wares, 
contained in oriental clay or 
brass jars. A mediu m-size jar is 
su fficient to feed a whole street. 


The interesting, national dish 
generally is v ery simp le to p re­ 
p are. A handfu l of horse beans 
—p referably 
sk inned 
ou t—is 
mix ed with two grams of lentils 
and su bjected to a v ery gentle 
fire for no less than 12 hou rs to 
p rodu ce the dish in raw shap e.

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Air Ma il Pro b lems 


Got Room for a Passenger?" 


The loss to Sedalia of direct air mail 
service, which now seems likely, would 
have little noticeab le effect immediately, 
b ut could mean prob lems in the future. 
The Sedalia Airport Board was notified 
recently that the Post Office Department 
is taking a hard look at the twice-daily 
service 
here 
in 
view 
of 
various 
shortcomings of the local airport. For one 
reason or another — poor weather, lack of 
ground communications, cross-winds, etc. 
— ab out 27 per cent of the scheduled 
Sedalia stops are b eing scrub b ed. 
(To correct a possib le misconception 
here, what stands to b e lost is direct air 
mail service in and out of Sedalia b y 
plane, not all air mail service itself.) 
Post Office trucks will prob ab ly b e ab le 
to fill the gap, should the air service b e 
lost, without much troub le. The crucial 
connection here is an 11 p.m. deadline at 
Municipal Airport in Kansas City, which 
the local post office was making easily 
prior to the inauguration of direct air mail 
service here last fall. 
The hitch will develop when Kansas 
City International Airport is opened in the 
near future, which will pose prob lems 
b ecause of the greater distance involved. 
At that time, direct air mail service here 
would b e superior to the overland route. 
The most significant effect of loss of 
direct air mail service here would b e on 
the 
airport 
itself. 
The 
four 
daily 
**operations'* (landings or takeoffs) here 


b y the air carrier are a point in favor of 
getting matching federal funds for the 
airport expansion, now already more than 
two years b ehind schedule. 
One airport b oard memb er even saw 
the b right side of this prob lem, however. 
He suggested that loss of air mail service 
here might really work to the city’s 
advantage with the Federal Aviation 
Administration, b y pointing out how 
b adly the airport improvement is needed. 
At this point, we’ll try anything.

ports show a heavy flow 
of war goods down the 
infiltration 
routes 
dur­ 
ing the dry months of Septemb er, Octob er and 
Novemb er. But the flow had already dwindled to a 
trickle b efore the South Vietnamese could cut it 
off. This would indicate that the Communist forces 
in South Vietnam and Camb odia already had 
received most of the supplies that had b een 
intended for them during the dry season. 
What is the risk that the Laos invasion will 
escalate the war? Hanoi isn’t expected to mass a 
large force in Laos to resist the South Vietnamese 
operation. Allied forces, complete with waiting 
planes and massed artillery, are prepared to 
devastate any North V^tnamese fwce that might 
come into the open. The Communist strategy has 
always b een to avoid b attles they might lose and 
wait for a chance to attack a vulnerab le spot. Hanoi 
is more likely, therefore, to strike b ack elsewhere 
at a weak point. The b est clue: Communist forces 
already have increased the military pressure on the 
Royal Lao government in northern Laos. 
Chinese in La o s 
Is Red China likely to intervene in Laos? The 
Red Chinese have warned that they won’t remain 
indifferent to the South Vietnamese drive into Laos 
b ut would take "all effective measures’’ to aid the 
Communist forces. In recent months, the Chinese 
have stepped up construction of a road that cuts 
across Laos almost to the Thai b cH'der. The 
construction crew and guard force, which fcMUierly 
had numb ered no more than 3,000, has now b een 
increased to more than 15,000. The b est estimate is 
that the road is intended as a supply line for 
Communist guerrillas, not an invasion route for 
Chinese troops. Overt Chinese involvement in 
Indcxrhina isn’t anticipated. 
Is the White House telling the truth ab out the 
ab sence of U.S. comb at troops in Laos? American 
ground trcx ^s stopped at the Laotian b cwder, 
although they are ready for action in Laos if they 
should b e needed to help repel a North Vietnamese 
counterattack. QA-led guerrilla b ands of mountain 
trib esmen are also operatir^ in southern Laos, 
assisting 
the 
South 
Vietnamese 
invaders. 


Technically, the American advisers aren’t military 
men b ut civilians on the CIA payroll. The Army’s 
special fcM'ces, however, have sent ob servation 
teams across the b order. 
Is President Nixon trying to win or to wind down 
the Vietnam War? The President is seeking to turn 
the war over to the South Vietnamese b ut to leave 
them strong enough to defend themselves. He also 
wants to protect the withdrawing American troops 
from a possib le Asian Dunkirk. He views the drive 
into the Ho Chi Minh trail complex and the 
b omb ing attacks upon North Vietnam as rear-guard 
action to reduce Hanoi’s ab ility to mount an 
offensive. Meanwhile, the President has withdrawn 
almost all draftees from comb at operations. Before 
the end of the year, he hopes to keep all Americans 
out of comb at except for air and artillery support 
for the South Vietnamese. 
Ma fia Expose 
Some of the nation’s most notorious racketeers, 
indentified in federal files as Mafia b igwigs, had 
b een living quietly in New York’s fashionab le 
Westchester 
County 
until 
a 
gravel-voiced 
newspaper editor, straight out of ‘‘Front Page,’’ 
decided to fight them his own way. 
Barney Waters, editor of the Herald Statesman, 
knew that Cosa Nostra chieftains had settled in the 
Yonkers area. If they could escape prosecution, he 
decided, at least he could expose them to their 
neighb ors. 
Waters ordered his reporters to dig into the 
criminal b ackgrounds of the hoodlums who were 
living 
in 
fashionab le 
respectab ility 
in 
the 
community. 'Then he sent his photographers 
around to take pictures of their villa-style sub urb an 
homes. 
For two years he b attled the mob sters, winding 
up with a dramatic, two-week series. Even b efwe 
the series b egan, the hoods learned of it and 
threatened Waters’ life. The Herald Statemen’s 
general manager. Jack Shells, received a gruff 
telephone threat against the newspaper plant. 'Two 
.38 pistol shots b lasted the newspaper’s windows 
one night, shattering glass in the advertising 
department. 
During the two years. Waters got hundreds of 
threatening calls, four b roken windshields and six 
different tire slashings. But through it all, the 
vinegary editor refused even to remove his name 
from the telephone directory. He told sympathetic 
friends: ‘‘I’m not going into hiding just for that 
iHinch of punks.’’ 
Waters exposed such nationally-known Cosa 
Nostra gangsters as Vincent Rao, ‘‘Big Pat’’ 
Pagano and Frank Bcx-elli, who lived like peaceful 
sub urb anites in Westchester County when they 
weren’t engaged in the narcotics,' gamb ling, 
extortion and loan-shark rackets. Borelli was even 
a memb er of Waters’ club . 
The Herald Statesman ran front-page stories on 
the mob sters, complete with detailed information 
on their criminal activities, their hab its, their 
club s, their hwnes. Then the staff b raced for the 
mob to react. 
Amazingly, 
nothing 
happened. 
Theorized 
Waters: ‘‘Someb ody b ig must have passed the word 
to lay off for fear things would get even worse for 
them in the paper.” 
Footnote: Our own Mafia sources said pub licity 
“spooks” the b ig b oys worse than a prosecution. 
Meanwhile, the Mafia is spreading into other 
sub urb an communities. Exposes, like those of the 
Herald Statesman, provided the sub jects are 
.... indisputab le memb ers of the crime syndicate, help 
to mob ilize community support against organized 
crime.

South Viet Army 


Proves Mettle 


WASHINGTON (NEAi 
The 11 million m an South Vietnamese arm y (called 
ARVNi is a far b etter-trained and equipped force than 
even its friendliest ap p raisers might have guessed a .year 
ago. Yet it could b e rather severely hurt in the current 
Laotian invasion. 
What seem s most im pressive is the evidence, pointed 
to b y senior U.S. defense officials, that the ARVN now 
has a considerab le superiority in firepower over the 
North Vietnam ese Viet Cong adversary. 
Confronted b y this potent weaponry, the Reds in recent 
months have either avoided engaging South Vietnamese 
forces altogether, or have fought b rief, sharp , losing en­ 
counters and then b roken off the b attle. 
This was the case at a key m ountain p ass on Cam ­ 
b odia’s Route 4. and in several engagem ents northeast of 
Phnom Penh on the Chup plantation. All these cost Hanoi 
heavily in lives. 
In their own populous and vital delta region, the ARVN 
has conducted three successful sweeps, including one in 
a m ountainous b order area and another in the U Minh 
forest. South Vietnam ese R angers p rotect the Camb odian 
b order sectors west and north of Saigon. 
It was a sign of South V ietnam ’s p resent relative stab il­ 
ity m ilitarily that its crack airb orne division could b e 
lifted away from the Saigon p erim eter and thrust into the 
Laotian adventure aim ed at cutting the Ho Chi Minh trail. 
Ab out half the ARVN’s 1.1 million men are regular 
arm y, navy, air. m arine and other forces, while the re­ 
m ainder are so-called regional forces (these latter are not 
to b e confused with the so-called home defense units made 
up of men b elow and ab ove draft age). 
Pentagon sources say virtually all the 1.1 million today 
are fitted with M-16 rifles and that the regulars and some 
regional elem ents also have a useful array of m ortars, 
m achine guns, grenade launchers. 105- and 155-millimeter 
howitzers, good tanks and arm ored personnel carriers. 
In the air the ARVN has T-28 jet trainers (m ore effec­ 
tive than any World War II fighter), A-1 fighters (pro- 
peller-driven b ut loaded with firepower, converted tran s­ 
ports called ‘dragon ship s,” helicopters with door guns. 
This force is providing most if not all the air cover for 
ARVN’s present stands in Camb odia at Chup and Snuol. 
The South Vietnam ese do not have our most-advanced 
M-60 tank, nor our more sophisticated helicopter gun- 
ships. We are training some ARVN men for such craft, 
b ut none are yet deem ed ready. Our longer-reaching air 
weapons, the fighter-b omb ers and the B-52, are not likely 
ever to b e put in South Vietnam ese hands. 
The gunships and the b om b ers, manned b y us. are of 
course playing a m ajor role in the Laotian thrust, as are 
South Vietnam-b ased U.S. 175mm guns with a range of 
some 20 miles. 
With the ARVN plunging into unfam iliar territory thick 
with hills and forest cover, and hence ideal for hidden 
enemy fire points, our strong air and artillery b acking 
was deem ed necessary for b alance or superiority. 
As indicated, even with this aid the South Vietnam ese 
are ex pected to encounter rough going in their ground 
strike at the trail. The North Vietnam ese m ay or may 
not choose m ajor confrontation, b ut the trail as a m an­ 
power and supply lifeline is so crucial the Reds seem 
b ound to try to chew up some of the invaders. 
The dangers are ob vious. Our support for the ARVN 
is a clear gauge of confidence in this arm y ’s greatly en­ 
hanced capab ilities. Prob ab ly only severe reverses in 
Laos would dim this judgm ent m aterially. 
Our m ilitary b elieves signs are am ple of vastly im ­ 
proved ARVN training and top leadership. South Viet­ 
n am ’s four defense regions are b elieved in good hands, 
with delta forces under Gen. Trung rated especially 
strong. Offsetting factors are continuing poor leadership 
at lower levels, and a too-lively desertion rate. 
Overall, the judgm ent of senior U.S. officials stands: 
“a very com petent m ilitary force” p erform ing in a “ high­ 
ly professional m anner.”

Contemplate the 'Fringes' 
The withholding tax has to b e the most b rilliant 
innovation in the whole history of taxation. It’s 
virtually painless: we never miss the money we 
never see except as a meaningless figure lab eled 
“Gross Income.” 
For the same psychological reasons, we tend to 
ignore another kind of money we never see as take- 
home pay — the so-called fringe b enefits. 
If the average worker had to pay for all the 
b enefits he now receives as part of his job , his pay 
check would b e reduced b y more than one-fourth, 
says the Chamb er of Commerce of the United 
States. 
These b enefits now average 27.9 per cent of 
employer payrolls. In terms of dollars and cents, 
this means that for every $100 in wages a worker is 
paid, his employer provides additional b enefits 
averaging $27.90. 
The figure includes not only the employer’s 
portion of legally required programs, such as Social 
Security, unemployment insurance and workmen’s 
compensation, b ut a wide variety of voluntary 
b enefits. Chief among these are life, sidcness, 
accident and hospitalization insurance, pensions, 
sick leave, vacations and holidays. 
In a survey of 1,115 companies last year, the 
chamb er found that they were paying an average of 
98 cents per payroll-hour for employe b enefits. This 
represents an increase of 330 per cent in b enefits 
over 1949 and is 19 per cent higher than the 1967 
figure. 
Fringe b enefits are no longer “fringe,” says the 
chamb er.

Doorbell Balks

The doorbell always rings 
when you don't want It to. 
There are 
worse things 
however. Like not having the 
bell work at all Repairing a 
doorbell is one of the simpler 
tasks around the house. 
lakeliest spot lor trouble is 
the push button. Remove it 
with a screwdriver. You can 
then examine the back of it 
Both wires should be con­ 
nected firmly to the terminal 
.screws behind the button. If 
one is off. you have found 
the trouble fight away. 
If both wires are properly 
connected, hold the screw­ 
driver blade so that it touches 
both term inals at the same 
time. 
If you can hear the 
bell now. the trouble is with 
the push button. 
Contact points behind the 


former. The prim ary term i­ 
nals have the house wiring 
attached Stay clear ol those. 
The secondary term inals are 
for the hell wire leading to 
the button 
You can check 
these—and only these—with 
the blade of your screw­ 
driver. A tiny spark when 
you touch the blade across 
both term inals indicates the 
transform er is O.K 
The bell itself could be 
causing trouble. Connections 
may be loose or contacts 
dirty. 
Maybe the contacts 
are 
not 
making 
contact. 
You may find broken parts 
on examination. 
If you cannot clean or re­ 
pair the bell, replace it. 
If the trouble is not with 
the bell, check the wiring. 
There may be breaks in it. 
or some point where the 
bare wire is exposed, caus-

button cap may need clean­ 
ing. something you can do 
with a bit of sandpaper. If 
you can’t get at the contact 
points, d i s c a r d the push 
button and install a new one. 
They are inexpensive. 
If the trouble is not at that 
end. then you will have to 
check the electrical source. 
Ordinary house current is 
too strong for a doorbell, so 
it is stepped down by means 
of a transform er. You will 
find the transform er by fol­ 
lowing the bell wire, single 
strand wire that is thinner 
than regular house wire. 
The transform er will be 
fastened to the ceiling of the 
basement somewhere or near 
the fuse box. There are pri­ 
m ary term inals and second­ 
ary term inals on a trans-

mg a short. If the wire is 
suspect, replace it with new. 
Since it runs through floors 
and walls, the easiest way is 
to fasten the new wire to the 
old and pull the old wire out, 
pulling in the new at the 
same time.

Transform ers seldom wear 
out and unless the wire has

And we have prob- 
abi^ttie of the*most ineCBcient, anti­ 
quated, and wasteful military food dis­ 
tribution systems. There is no reason 
military food service should not be as 
efficient as the military it serves. It is 
ludicrous, for example, that at Fort 
Bragg alone, there are over 11 mess 
halls—each with its own staff and its 
own equipment. It is an example of un­ 
believable duplication of effort and glar­ 
ing waste in terms of human wid finan­ 
cial resources. I believe we should accept 
the conference recommendation that mess 
halls can be consolidated. Other recom­ 
mendations of the conference included 
com^lidation of all food production fa­ 
cilities on each military base; studying 
the feasibility of purchasing foods now 
processed on military bases, including 
pastries and meats, and studying the 
feasibility of replacing some military per­ 
sonnel with civilian workers.

• Certain characteristics of the blood 
are inherited. Among these are the ABO 
factors used in establishing blood groups, 
the RH factor, and certain other factors 
that can be determined in the laboratory 
study of blood. It is possible to determine 
that the individual in question is not the 
child of a given person if he has blood 
factors that could not have been inherited 
from this person. On die other hand, 
when one deals with the fact that there 
are millions of people who have the same 
blood types and possibly thousands who 
would have the same combinations of not 


only blood type but the various other fac­ 
tors found in blood, one cannot prove 
that a given individoal is the parent of 
a certain chfld because they happen to 
have similar factors in their blood. Blood 
groups are quite constant and the fact of 
adulthood would have no material effect 
in making the determination more sure.

lany sports lay claim to 
the title of “the most danger­ 
ous game”—^lacrosse, bob­ 
sledding, rugby. But in the 
opinion of experts, the most 
violent group sport played to­ 
day is professional ice hockey. 
W ith aggressive competitors slicing 
on honed skate-blades across the ice at 
lightning-like speeds, carrying lancelike 
sticks capable o f blasting a'hard-rubber 
puck at speeds w ell over 100 m.p.h., 
it*s no wonder the potential for serious 
physical in|ury is so great. Yet, though 
no one thought Roman gladiators were 
sissies because they wore protective 
leather coverings, and no one impugned 
the courage of metal-armored knights, 
modem hockey players seem to think 
any kind oi protection is for the birds. 
In recent years,goalies have taken to 
wearing protective face masks. And 
gradually— after a rash of particularly 
violent accidents— a few other players 
are deciding that bareheadedness is not 
synonymous w ith bravery. 
N ot long ago, Jack Egers, a rookie 
on the New York Rangers, lunged for 
a loose puck and was rammed by a 
Minnesota N orth Stars* defenseman. 
Egers* skates flew out from under him, 
and his head thudded against the ice. 
He went into convulsions and then lost 
consciousness. A woman fan screamed: 
“ M y Ood, he*s dead!** Fortunately, he 
suffered only a m ild concussion. 


I^ Bu t the near-tragedy called to mind 
the fatal accident suffered two years ago 
by B ill Masterson, center for the Minne- 
soU team. Masterson*s fall, following a 
collision with two players for the Oak­ 
land Seals, caused the Journal of the 
American Medical Association to urge 
that all players in the National Hockey 
League wear protective helmets. The 
Egers incident has triggered a new drive 
for hdmets by A lan Ea^eson, the di­ 
rector of the N H L*s Player Association. 
“ Football players not only wear hel­ 
mets but face guards as well,** says 
Eagleson. “ It*s wrong for hockey play­ 
ers to go on risking their lives by play­ 
ing bare-headed.** BiU Chadwick, one 
of the N H L*s top referees for the past 
16 years, says, “ I*m em phatically in 
favor of compelling every man who 
plays hockey to wear helmets. I*ve seen 
far too many skuU injuries and brain 


concussions.** 
But much of the resistance to pro­ 
tective headgear stems from the “ gung- 
ho** origins of the game, where only the 
toughest and hardiest of men played 
outdoor hockey in the subzero tem­ 
peratures of Canada.

“ I have to wear one now because I ’ve 
got a plastic plate in my head, but it 
doesn’t feel right, and Pd sure like to 
get rid of it,** he says. 
It was Jacques Plante, veteran goalie 
for the Toronto M aple Leafs, who pio­ 
neered the idea of face ainl head pro­ 
tection for hockey players 11 years ago 
when he came out for a game wearing a 
Halloween-style fiber-glass mask.Goalies 
are always in danger of being maimed 
. or badly cut up when hard-rubber pucks 
aimed at their goals crash instead into 
their faces. Despite their injury record, 
however, the other goalies in the league 
laughed at Plante when he first e.xperi- 
mented with his mask. 
But as the years went by and goalies 
began to add up their facial stitches, 
fra ctu ré chins, and the i^ar-loss of 
eyesight, they changed their tune. M ore 
goalies began to wear masks, first in 
practice and then in regular games. This 
year, goalies Ed Giacom in of the Rang­ 
ers and Les Binkley of the Pittsburgh 
Penguins have joined tiie parade of 
masked men, leaving Lom e W orsley of 
M innesoU as the only holdout. 
Last year, when Plante was playing 
for S t Louis in the finals of the Stanley 
Cup playoffs, hockey’s W orld Series, a 
cannonlike drive smashed into his mask 
at the forehead. The result of the im pact 
knocked him out of the whole series. 


But he insisted later; “ If tl» mask hadn’t 
been on, Fd be dead.** 
About 
20 
players— noogoalies— in 
the National Hockey League now vol­ 
untarily wear helmets. Opposition to 
them probably w ill eventually disappear, 
as was the case w ith the goahes* masks. 
Clarence Cam pbell, president of the 
league, also feels hockey helmets w ill 
come in time, but he is loath to push 
them on all teams now, largely because 
they are uncomfortable and they also 
restrict peripheral vision. 
The answer to the helmet’s draw­ 
backs, however, may be the “ M ikita 
Helm et’’ designed by Stan M ikita, cen­ 
ter for the Chicago Black Hawks and 
one of the few top-level players who 
wears a head covering. M ikita says his 
helmet offers better protection than the 
standard type, yet is more com fortable. 
Helm et advocate Eagleson says that 
in order to protect all players, the wear­ 
ing of helmets should be made man­ 
datory. Most players don’t want to wear 
helmets on a voluntary basis now be­ 
cause it w ill make them seem less rug­ 
ged. “ If a compulsory rule were put into 
effect, nobody would be at a disadvan­ 
tage, and the overwhelming m ajority of 
the players w ill accept it without too 
much objection,” Eagleson says. “ Then 
we’d have added safety without taking 
away the excitement of the sport.” w

(Editor/ Note: This is the setond in 
F amily W eekly’s series on the chal­ 
lenge of environmental pollution.) 
It wasn’t long ago that 
Alvaro Pereira, a high-sala­ 
ried senior flight test en­ 
gineer, was working on the 
second-stage engine of the 
Saturn V moon rocket. But 
when personnel cutbacks in 
the NASA space program 
left 10,000 highly trained 
men from Florida’s Ken­ 
nedy Space Center without 
jobs, Pereira began looking 
for a new challenge. 
FoitunEtely—both for himself and 
tor the natk»—he seems to have 
found it His new fkAd, perhaps even 
f»r more crucial than moon explora­ 
tions, is the environment right here 
on earth. For Pereira is one of a 
group of former aerospace techni­ 
cians enrolled in the ^ o n ’s first 
course desifoed to train engineers 
to apjfiy their know-how in the fight 
against pollution. 
A year of study leading to an as­ 
sociate degree in the new field of 
Environmental Engineering is now 
underway at Brevard Commimity 
College, Cocoa, Fla., only 17 mil« 
from the Saturn V launch pad. And 
more than a score of former aero- 
fpaoe «igineers—^Kennedy ccfilcagues 
of Pereira’*—are enrolled in it 
What’s even more important for 
the future is 
t h a t the eyes of tire 
national Administration are on this 
tfft Already officials of the new 
Environmental Protection 
(EPA) are talking about using the 
Brevard College experiment as a 
m rM for similar courses at aero­ 
space centers in Alabama. Missis­ 


sippi, and Louisiana that would train 
hundreds of technically qualified men 
to becxxne “poUutioo detectives.** 
The new course is the brainchild 
of Lowell Ellis,. Directmr of tire In­ 
dustrial Division of Brevard Com­ 
munity College, His application for 
a fund grant to set up a training 
course was begun in secrecy; but 
even before any announcement of 
the course was made, 131 engineers 
and technicians had applied. Word 
had leaked out. “I could have had 
500,” Ellis said. But there was room 
for only 30 men in the pioireer class. 
The course begins with a philo­ 
sophical overview of the ecological 
relation^ip between man and nature. 
Then it gets down to specifics: in­ 
strumentation and sampling methods; 
air pollution and noise contrcfi; wa­ 
ter and liquid waste control; and, 
as a final project, eadi stutoit must 
survey and report on existing en­ 
vironmental conditions in Central 
Florida. 


A l l the engineers are optimistic 
about the future. Many say they in­ 
tend to use Florida as a laborat^ 
to develop techniques for curbing 
pollution in other areas of the nation. 
The space engineers ultimately ex­ 
pect to find work at the state or na­ 
tional level. ”I have s ^ studies 
which indreate space engineers move 
into environmental engineering very 
easily,” EPA special assistant Gary 
Baise said in Warfiington, D.C. 
Nearly all the men in the course 
said they are having no proWem ad­ 
justing to environmental en^neenn^ 
“If anyone were to have trouble, it 
would be me.” said Ernest Wolfe, 
60, an electrical engineer. “I’m the 
grandfather of the class. I didn’t 
start my electronics career untfi I 
was 40. So I guess I can start a new 
career at 60.”

other hand, tests have shown there is 
a marked tendency for people who are 
not well-adjusted to have the kinds m 
voices that get on your nerves—harsh, 
grating, shrill, raucous. 
2. True. Studies conducted at the Uni­ 
versity of Kentucky show that voice 
quality is a dead give-away when it 
comes to revealing anxiety. In the tests, 
178 students were given passages to 
read aloud. Their voices were then 
judged and classified as normal, harsh. 


nasal, and hoarse-breathy. People with 
the “hoarse-breathy’’ voices were found 
to be the most anxious, making con­ 
sistently higher scores on anxiety tests. 
3. True. Research sponsored by the 
National Institute of Mental Health 
shows that when a person hears iht 
sound of his own voice while he is 
asleep, it has a markedly stimulating 
effect. It produces dreams in which 
the dreamer is exceedingly “active, a^ 
sertive, and independent.“ The investi­ 
gators note, however, that hearing o#i- 
other person’s voice during sleep has 
no such effect; it merely tends to pro­ 
duce passive dreams. 
4. True. At Dartmouth College, inves­ 
tigators found that there is a close re­ 
lationship between the speed with which 
we voice our thoughts and the speed 
with which our mental faculties oper- 


ate. The tests showed that a man “do« 
not think words and numbers appreci­ 
ably faster than he can say them aloud, 
suggesting that the two behaviors may 
involve much the same central process.’’ 
There are exceptions, of course, when 
a person may speak slowly and detilv 
erately on purpose, white letting his 
thougiits race ahead of his speech; or 
when vpeoch difficulties affect how fast 
or how slowly he speaks.

A team of specialists at 
Mount Zkxi Hospiul Medical Center. 
San Francisco, subjected two groups of 
subjects—those with heart conditions 
and those who were normal—to a spe­ 
cially designed voice analysis. Marked 
differences in voice quatity as weU « 
in manner of speech were observed. 
The investigators note that the type of 
personality most prone to heart attack 
tend to use “’explosive or semi-violent 
accentuations in the rhythm of their 
speech, and their voices also cany a 
certain aggressive timbre.“ This char­ 
acteristic was most apparent when the 
subjects were discussing things they 
were particularly interested in or con­ 
cerned about. On the other hand.-sub- 
jccte whose heart conditions were nor­ 
mal tended to speak “in an unruffled, 
rather smooth manner.“ 
9. False. University of Washington 
studies show that the various tones and 
inflections which we use unconsciously 
in communicating with another person 
are likely to carry more weight than 
the actual words spoken. The way we 
speak—the subtle modulations of voice 
quality—communicates the erruHional 
overtones <rf our thoughts and expresses 
our true feelings far more candidly thw ^ 
we suspect—even when we try to dis- 
gbise our feelings by diplomatic speech. 
As one authority has observed, how 
another person responds to you often 
depends more <m the impression he 
gets from your voice than on anything 
else. 
10. True. 
University 
of 
Michigan 
studies, using hundreds of men and 
women students as subjects, showed 
that they made fw more accurate 
judgments of character and tempera­ 
ment when they were permitted only 
to hear a person’s voice, than when the 
judgment was based on a face-to-face 
interview. This is believed due to the 
fact that when judgment is made on the 
voice alone, there is less chance of be­ 
ing distracted by the person’s move­ 
ments or his facial cues. ♦

Meal-Planning Guide 
Foods are classified into four signifi- 
cant groups, often referred to as the 
••Basic 4’'— milk, meat, yegetable-fruit, 
and breati-cereal. For well-balanced, 
nutritious meals, homemakers are wise 
to include foods from each group in 
daily meals— here is a brief guide:

14 cup sugar 
2 teaspoons vanilla extract 
2 cups cream, scalded 
1. Add the 2 cups sugar to the water 
in a large saucepan; bring to boiling, 
stirring until sugar is dissolved. Mix 
in the food coloring. 
2. Add as many apples as will fit un­ 
crowded in the saucepan; cover and 
cook slowly until apples are just tender, 
about 7 min., turning carefully several 
times to obtoin an even color.

What You Should 
About Auto 


J u s t what have you been hear­ 
ing about automobile insurance 
lately? 
• That a plan called “no-fault insurance” 
may be coming your way? 
0 That you may recover less than half the 
cost of damages in an automobile accident? 
• That when your present policy expires, it 
may be renewed at far-higher ratcs—or may­ 
be not at all? 
• That your insurer may go out of the 
automobilc-insurance business entirely? 
If you are confused, it is little wonder. 
Most car owners are. For the barrage of 
charges and countercharges, new plans and 
old complaints, is almost enough to convince 
anyone that the nation’s 100 million motor- 
isU and their insurance companies are travel­ 
ling on a legal collision course. 
Let’s look at some of the developments in 
the auto-insurance field one at a time. 
No-FieIC iMorancc: Only a few weeks 
ago, a 21-year-old bank clerk in Massachusetts 
filed a daim for personal injuries suffered in 
a car collision under the state’s new no-fault 
law. She received a dieck in full payment the 
same day she filed the daim. 
This speedy processing is due to the pro­ 
visions of the no-fault law (which is now un­ 
der consideration by many other states). Some 
insurance companies are enthusiastic about 
the plan; others aren’t Under it, each policy-, 
holder is covered for his own losses by his 
own company—regardless of which driver 
was at *Tault” in the accident. 
Under “no fault” insurance, the costs and 
delays of litigation arc eliminated. In most 
cases, if you had such coverage, you simply 
would not be going to court to determine who 
caused or contributed to causing an accident. 
You would be reimbursed for your losses up 
to the amount for which you are covered— 
within certain maximum limitations—even if 
the other driver had no insurance. On the 


other hand, you might miss out on a big set­ 
tlement because you didn’t sue! 
Will “no-fault” insurance increase the cost 
of auto coverage? In Massachusetts it was ac­ 
companied by a 15 percent rate-cut. It U 
expected that the insurance departments of 
other states will require that this pattern be 
followed. And, say the experts, in viw of the 
fact that changes in automobilc-insurance 
methods must come soon to prevent a total 
breakdown of the system, no-fault ^urance 
seems an acceptable plan. 
/ 
No-fault insurance is also gaining atten­ 
tion, thanks to a Federal Government re­ 
port that victims of serious traffic crashes, 
and their dependents, recover from auto-in­ 
surance companies, on the average, only one- 
fifth of their actual losses. Compensation from 
all sources—including life insurance, hospital 
and medical insurance. Social Security, and 
disability pay—covered less than half of the 
$5.1 billion of estimated losses in the period 
studied. 


^^C^pen Competitive Ratfaig” is being adopted 
in more than 20 states as a tnethod of de­ 
termining insurance premiums. It means that 
automobile insurers can charge, in effect, what 
the traffic will bear. It means that if your in­ 
surance company increases its rates, you may 
have to shop around for the insurer that will 
offer equal coverage for less. 
The idea behind competitive rating is that 
competition, not the law or state regulations, 
will determine rates. Where there is no com­ 
petitive rating, a company must get approval 
from a State Insurance Department to raise 
rates. Wo^d competitive rating increase your 
insurance rates? It might, although it’s worth 
noting that in California, where open com­ 
petitive rating has been the rule longest, the 
rates are not the highest am<mg stOTes. Don’t 
panic about any immediate increase in your 
automobile-insuranoe premium because com­ 
panies are not permitted to raise rates until 
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la policy period hi» finally expired. 
Reaewidi and Cwiceiidlo«; How certain 
arc you that your insurer will continue yw r 
automobile coverage after your present policy 
expires? Or even until it does? It is a fact that 
some people are being turned down at renwal 
time or prematurely cancelled. Sometimes 
they are being turned down for good reasons, 
such as a poor accident record. But others are 
sometimes turned down simply for w ^ t seem 
to be whims—because they live in areas 
where theft and vandalism run riot or be­ 
cause they are divorced or because they 
change jobs frequently. 
A financial-responsibility law rules in all 


I states. That means a person involved in an 
automobile accident is required to furnish 
proof of financial responsibility up to certain 
minimum dollar amounts. In New York, 
Massachusette, and North Carolina, automo- 
bile-liability insurance is compulsory. The 
existence of these laws, plus the ever-present 
i threat that you could be involved in an acci­ 
dent that might bankrupt you, makes it a 
virtual necessity to have automobile insurance. 
If you are denied raicwal of your policy, 
get an insurance broker or agent He repre­ 
sents mme than one cwnpany. He will shop 
around and try to place your msuranj» busi­ 
ness with a company willing to take it If he 
is unsuccessful, he wUI see to it that you ^ 
what is called an “assigned riA** policy. Un­ 
der state-insurance laws, each company is re­ 
quired to cany such policies in proportioo to 
the amount of coverage it writes in a particu­ 
lar stote. In most sUtes, those forced to ac­ 
cept assigned-risk policies are only covered 
for a minimum amount of liability and at 
higher-than-normal rates. 


A dequate coverage does not end with liabil­ 
ity insurance, but should include'medical a v ­ 
erage as well, so that regardless of who is at 
fault, medical expenses would be paid for yw. 
for all members of your family while ndmg 


in your or scwneone else’s car, or when struck 
by a car while walking. Quests riding in your 
car would also be covaed. 
You should also be insured agwnst unin­ 
sured motorists. In some states, it is the law 
for ccMnpanies to offer thb protection; and it 
should not add more than a few dollars a year 
to the cost of your policy. And you should 
have comprehensive insurance. If you have 
this kind of insurance and your car is struck 
and damaged by a tree, for example, or some 
falling object during a storm, you will be re­ 
imbursed for damage. It also covers fire and 
theft damage. Finally, you should have sepa­ 
rate collision coverage, a type of coverage 
usually offered with a deductible clause. It 
could pay off in view of today’s high auto 
repair costs. 


A r c companies rcffmini to renew poUdcs 
or to sell new autmnobile insurance? It has 
been happening, chiefly because com pai^ 
say the rates they can diarge are not keqiing 
pace with the high cost of settling d ^ . 
And. as more companies turn more clients 
away, more assigned-risk polides must be 
written at a cost of about 35 percent above 
that of normal policies. 
In face of the current high automolMle-in- 
surance rates, and in view of a possible in- 
CTcase in those rates, can you hold down the 
cost of your automobile insurance? Possibly. 
Know about discounte you may quaUfy for. 
Check with your insurance company to see 
whether—because of a safe driving record or 
your age or because you don’t smoke or 
drink—you may be dipble for a iqiecial rate. 
If you have a student in your family, you can 
get a lower i»emium if he or she has succcss- 
fuUy completed a recognized drivcr-^uca- 
tion course. Many companies also offer “good 
student” discounts of up to 25 percent if 
scholastic achievement can be proven. And, 
finally, it is always cheaper to insure aU the 
cars in your family under a single policy. ♦

Some do and some don’t It 
is estimated that about half 
of aU pets reported lost are 
never recovered. Your best 
chances of recovering your 
pet are during the first 48 
hours. 


C a n on the police, esp^ 
ciaDy if your lit is a pedi­ 
greed animaL Dog- and c^- 
napping ar 
prevalent in 
some areas. Also report 
your loss to the local hu­ 
mane societies, giving them 
picturesx>f your pet Adver­ 
tise in the local paper ai^ 
throw-away. Enlist the mail­ 
man, newsboy, milkman— 
anyone who comes to your 
home regularly and knows 
the pet 
Alert your nwho station. 
Thousands of lost pete are 
found each year through the 
American Humane Associa­ 
tion’s “Pet Patrol’’ program. 
If you pet is gone for more 
than a day or two, widen 
the seardi to nearby towns. 
It is astonishing how far a 
dog or cat can travel. One 
authmity has estimated that 
a cat can cover as much as 
37 miles a dayl 
More pets are lost in the 
spring thwi any other time 
of year. Even an old dog 
may turn into a wanderer 


when the sap begins to rise. If 
your dog has been lost on an 
outing, leave a familiar blanket 
or garment near the spot where 
he was last seen, and he may 
come back to stand guard. Or a 
bowl of his favorite Friakies or 


other dog foods. It is also a good 
id f to organize a search party, 
including another dog or two. If 
your dog is trapped or has in­ 
jured himself, the other dogs 
may discover him faster than 
you will, thanks to his scent. 


A lost cat presents some prob­ 
lems that a lost dog does not 
Cate love small, enclosed spaces. 
A cat that is thought to have 
gtraycd has scMnetimes merely 
been shut in a cupboard or draw­ 
er, washing machine or dryer. 


Always check such booby 
traps thoroughly. 
Before you have to go 
through the peculiar anguish 
of losing a “beloved mem­ 
ber of the family.“ see if 
you have done all you can 
to prevent it All dogs and 
short-haired cate .(long-hair­ 
ed ones can’t wear collars 
comfortably) 
should

ugged with your name, ad­ 
dress, phone number, and 
“Reward.“ Don’t include the 
pet’s name. If your pet has 
been stolen, the thief might 
use this name to make 
friends. 


I^eep your dc^ in a fenced 
yard or on leash at all times.

ence but for your protec­ 
tion. If your cat is allowed 
outdoors, keep an eye on 
him, and always call him in 
before dark. Have your cat 
spayed or neutered. It will 
not only n<R wand» as 
much.but it will live twice 
as long. 
The most effective and 
modem way to safepiard 
your pet is by tattooing it 
with an identification num­ 
ber. More and more SPCAs 
and veterinarians are pro­ 
viding tattooing services for 
both dogs and cats, filing 
the numbars with a naticmal 
registry. The operation is 
painless and permanent One 
veterinarian in Texas, whose 
black cat Faux Pas, had a 
tendency to roam, mono- 
grammed his pet as only a 
doctor could-^y changing 
the color of some of its 
black hair. 
Result? Permanent white 
iiair in a neat initial. ♦

Joan Crawford. My impres­ 


s i o n —they don’t make them 
like her any more. 
Almost 63 yetrs old but still ittrac- 
tive and smartly dressed, Joan flowed 
into the posh reitoiirant as if she were 
the Queen of England. Waiters and the 
maître <T lined up to welconie her. Be­ 
fore we were setded in the dining room 
Joan had received an award as one of 
-The Ten Outstanding Women in Busi­ 
ness,” and she apologized for delaying 
lunch. Then she glided to her table— 
where the waiter had already been 
briefed by her secreUry on what she 
wanted to eat and drink—but through­ 
out the meal a constant stream of peo­ 
ple stopped by to kiss and be kissed, 
hug and be hugged.
